I ~l was observed in the southern section of the Delius 

Ksserne on 20 July* The trucks wore loaded with billeting equlpsaont and 
machinery and were driven by soldiers who wore red-bordered black epaulets 
with artillery insignia* A German worker* who previously worked with these 
troops at TMLldpark* asked the soldiers whether the units had arrived yet 
at the installation and* upon s negative answer* concluded that the units 
must still be at the Altengrabow troop training grounds * (3) 

The transfer of the remaining personnel of the artillery units from Potsdam- 
v/ildpa rk—h'e s t to the southern section of the Delius Kaserne began on 20 
July and was not yet completed by 25 July. In detail* the following 
observations were made;

Ju ^ low wooden sheds were set up in threes excavations at the 
southeastern corner of the Hohenlohe Kaseme* The roofs of the sheds were 
camouflaged with a layer of earth* 

On 23 July, the Ludondorff Kasemo quartered about 600 troops who wore 
red-bordered clack epaulets with artillery insignia. About 503 of these 
troops were drilling in groups of fro* 15 to 20 usn. Two 37-asa AA mns 
Mere parked at the garage on the east side of the installation.
